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CREAIvERY  BUTTER  PRODUCTION  

Creamery  "butter  production  in  the  United  States  dtiring  January  totaled 
130,525^000  pounds,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimates.  Output  during 
the  month  was  off  9 percent  from  the  record  higia  for  January  set  in  I962,  but  •'..’as  11 
percent  above  the  1957-^1;  5 -year  average.  The  seasonal  gain  from  December  was  12 
percent,  compared  with  l4  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  10  percent  dui-ing 
the  1957-61  period,  » . . - 

United  States  milk  production  during  January  "vra-s  estimated  at  10,0'^‘3  million 
pounds,  down  0.7  percent  from  the  record  high  for  Jan'oary  set  in  I962,  but  '2,7  per- 
cent above  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month.  Relative  to  population,  January  riijJ: 
production  amounted  to  I.72  pounds  per  person  daily,  compared  t.'ith  1,76  pounds  for 
the  same  month  a year  earider. 

Compared  with  JanuaiB’  a year  ago,  creamery  butter  production  showed  a decrease 
in  all  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  was  up  h percent.  Declines 
from  a year  earlier  varied  from  U-  percent  in  the  Movintain  States'  ‘tV  23  percent  in 
the  South  Atlantic,  Production  was  do\.Ti  9 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  and  11 
percent  in  the  West  North  Central.  Other  decreases  were  10  percent  in  the  South 
Central,  and  I7  percent  in  the  Pacific.  In  the  three  leading  butter-producing 
states,  output  was  down  3 percent  in  Minnesota,  5 percent  in  Wisconsin,  and  I3  per- 
cent in  Iowa,  Decreases  were  also  shown  in  all  other  important  producing  states 
except  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Vermont,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  and  Utah, 

Seasonal  gains  in  all  regions  varied  from  1 percent  in  the  Mountain  States  to 
38  percent  in  'the  North  Atlantic . Production  advanced  I3  percent  in,  both  the  East 
North  Central  States  and  the  pacific.  Other  increases  were  10  percent  in  the  \,’est 
North  Central  Region,  ■ 12  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  3 percent  in  the  South 
Central,  Creamery  butter  production  vra.s  up  11  percent  from  the  preceding  month  in 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  and  9 percent  in  Iowa.  Important-producing  states  shoving 
declines  were  in  Missouri,  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  Idaho,  Colorado^  Washington,  and 
all  South  Atlantic  States  except  ITaryland. 

Creaniery  butter  production  during  January  was  above  the  5 -year  average  for  the 
month  in  all  regions  except  the  West  North  Central,  where  it  was  off-  2 percent.  A 
gain  of  8 percent  in  Minnesota  was  more  than  offset  by  lover  production-  levels  in 
all  remaining  states  in  the  region.  Gains  from  the  1957-61  January  average- ranged 
from  3 percent  in  the  Mountain  States  to  more  than  double  the  average  in  the  North 
Atlantic,  Output  was  up  21  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  42  percent 
in  the  South  Atlantic,  Production  was  10  percent  more  in  the  South  Central^  and  17 
percent  larger  in  the  Pacific.

\ras  3 percent  less  in  the  Uest  North  Central  Sto.tes,  and  10  percent  smaller  in  the 
South  Central.  Decreases  in  these  regions  more  than  offset  increases  of  6 percent 
in  the  South  Atlantic  States,  if  percent  in  the  Mountain,  and  2if  percent  in  the 
pacific.  American  cheese  production  in  Wisconsin,  which  usually  accounts  for  aJ-most 
half  of  the  Nation’s  output,  was  doT/n  1 percent  iron  January  a year  earlier. 

Compared  with  December,  changes  were  mixed.  Advances  ranged  from  1 percent  in 
the  Uest  North  Central  States  to  7^  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic.  Production  in- 
creased 6 percent  in  Wisconsin,  the  same  as  for  the  East  North  Central  Region  as  a 
whole.  Output  in  the  Mountain  States  showed  an  increase  of  8 percent  from  the  pre- 
ceding month.  American  cheese  production  declined  12  percent  in  the  pacific  States,  » 

9 percent  in  the  South  Central,  and  21  percent  in  the  South  .Atlantic . 

Compared  with  the  1957-^1  January  average,  Araerican  cheese  production  v’-as 
larger  in  a3J.  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic,  \;here  it  was  5 percent  smolJsr. 

Gains  in  output  ranged  from  6 percent  in  tlie  heavy-producing  East  North  Central 
Region  to  42  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Production  i-us  up  22  percent  in  the 
West  North  Central  States,  and  12  percent  in  the  South  Centi'al.  Other  increases 
\roTc  l6  percent  in  the  Mountain  States  and  l8  percent  in  the  Pacific. 

Production  of  miscellaneous  or  foreign-t^'-pe  cheese  excluding  cottage  and  full- 
skim  American  totaled  pounds  during  January.  Output  for  the  month  was  up 

1 percent  from  January  19o2  and  10  percent  from  the  average.  Compared  with 

December  19^2,  total  production  of  miscellaneous  t3.p)es  showed  a seasonal  decline  of 
9 percent.  Decreases  in  Limburger,  Cream,  and  the  All  Other  classification  of 
miscellaneous  cheeses  more  than  offset  increases  in  the  remaining  types.  Compared 
with  January  a year  earlier,  production  was  up  onl;/  for  Sv/iss,  Italian,  and  Blue 
Mold  t^^-pes  of  miscellaneous  cheeses.
